Wildrose 
accusing NDP

Alberta's governing NDP fought 
donation controversies on two 
fronts Tuesday, pulling the plug 
on a big-ticket fundraiser in 
Edmonton just hours before it 
was set to begin. 

Cheryl Oates, who speaks 
for Premier Kachel Notley, ton- 
firmed the party cancelled a 
portion of a fundraiser at the 
Ait Gallery of Alberta after Eth¬ 
ics Commissioner Marguerite 
Trussler announced she was 
investigating whether it squares 
with the Conflicts of Interest Act. 

The main part of the art gal¬ 
lery event was a reception with 
tickets sold for S25Q apiece* and 
that function still went ahead. 

However, the party had also 
sold Eickets at $1,000 apiece 


guaranteeing those ticket hold¬ 
ers a private dinner with Notley 
and her ^ J ^LAs at a separate room 
in the art gallery prior to the 
main event. It was Ebat SI ,000- 
per ticket event that was can¬ 
celled and is under investigation. 

'T never did think that the 
NDP were telling the ethics com¬ 
missioner that Ehey were hav¬ 
ing an exclusive, private, select- 
invite access to premier and 
cabinet event for money" said 
Jelsou Nixon, the Wildrose critic 
for democratic accountability. 

Also Tuesday, the Wildrose 
asked Trussler to investigate 
Notley's role at a big-ticket 
Ontario NDP fundraiser last 
week that solicited donations 
from blue-chip multinational 
companies, some of whom do 
business in Alberta. 

Nixon said that event in To¬ 
ronto. hosted by Ontario NDP 
Leader Andrea Horwath, cost 
almost £10,000 a ticket, and 
he said it, too, raises questions 
around impartiality and the sell¬ 
ing of access, the canac an press

bdmonlon’s newest councillor 
once had a much different path 
in mind for his future. 

Growing up in India, Moe 
Banga — who won a resound¬ 
ing victory in the Ward 12 
bye lection Monday night — 
wanted to be a fighter jet pilot. 

But before he could try to 
make that career soar, he im¬ 
migrated to Canada. 

"1 never really got a chance 
to go into that,” he said. 

Instead, Banga built a career 
in engineering, taking night 
classes at both NAJ'l and the 
University of Alberta to become 
an engineer.

Banga‘s career in policing 
kept him close to the people 
in Ward 12. but he also has 
a deep family connection to 
the area.

going to school in this area 
and 1 have spent most of my 
policing career in this area,” 
he said. 

Banga said he hopes to use 
his experience with the police 
force to improve safety in Ward 
12 and for the city as a w r hole 
he wants to hold the line on 
spending and tax increases. 

“ The biggest challenge is to 
make sure we don't cut down 


the services, but keep taxes in 
check,” he said. 

He understands the chal¬ 
lenge in front of him and said 
he’s aware he only hits a short 
time to leant before heading 
back tO' the polls again.

City spokesperson 
Lori Yanish said staff are 
ready to help, but unlike 
the formal orientation 
they normally offer they 
will let Banga decide 
what he needs. 

"We're kind of tailoring 
it to an individual this 
timer she said- "’Mostly, 
we are going to leave it 
up to him to decide what 
topics he wants." 

She said staff will walk 
him through the basics 
about his office budget 
and how the city’s 
computer systems work 
over the next few days 
and will then give him 
whatever any information 
he needs starting next 
week.

Edmonton police WEint to speak 
lo a woman who gave first-aid 
to I he city's sixth homicide 
victim of 2016 at the Baccarat 
Casino downtown. 

Early Sunday morning, po 
lice said they responded to a 
call for assistance. Liter in the 
day, Darren Sinner, It— who 
was rushed Eo hospital from 
the nearby casino — died of 
his injuries. 

Police SEtid in a release Tues¬ 
day that a woman who helped 
give Sinner first-aid at the Bac¬ 
cara E Casino “may have valu¬ 
able information thaE could 
assist homicide detectives with 
their investigation." 

They also said in Ehe releEtse 
lhaE the gunplay Ehat eventu¬ 
ally killed Sinner “may have 
stemmed from a brief verbal 
exchange between Sinner and 
the suspect Is)." 

The police release gives no- 
detail about suspects, however. 

On Tuesday, Ebe city's med¬ 
ical examiner completed an 
autopsy of Sinner, and deter¬ 
mined he died of homicide.

The University of Alberta says 
the $17,500 security fee pro¬ 
posed to charge a student 
group behind an anti-abortion 
event has nothing to do with 
restricting free speech— point¬ 
ing instead to safely concerns 
with last year's event. 

IJAlberta Pro-Life hELd panned 
to repeat the twoday event held 
last March, where they disp layed 
graphic images of fetuses in the 
middle of quad Eind handed out 
pamphlets. 

The group’s president, Am- 
berlee Nicol, said they cancelled 
after being informed of the addi¬ 
tional fees — though the deci¬ 
sion is being appealed. 

"But unless something signifi¬ 
cant changes, we can't afford to 
have our event,” she said. 

Wendy Rodgers, deputy pro¬ 


vost at the U of A, said the dis¬ 
play last year attracted large 
numbers of counter-protesters, 
as well as “good-hearted” stu¬ 
dents caught in the middle.

new fees reflects the cost of hir¬ 
ing additional campus security 
and police officers, Rodgers said. 

Nicol agreed there were 
times she felt unsafe at last 
year’s event: “At one point (the 
counter-protesters) almost had 
the whole display surrounded, 
and it made it very dangerous,” 
she said. 

Still, she doesn't feel more 
security is the answer. 

“(Security) didn't do ELnything, 
they didn’t get a nyone to move, 
so why should we pay fora ser¬ 
vice?” she said. 

“We wouldn't need more se¬ 
curity this year if security had 
punished the people from last 
year. Because what penalty do 
these people face if they break 
the rules?” 

Rodgers said all campus 
groups pay for their own se¬ 
curity, and events like the beer 
gardens also come with a hefty 
price tag. 

She added the university is 
happy to help reduce security' 
costs by moving the event, 

“1 believe that they have been 
offered some alternatives, such 
as indoor spaces, with controlled 
access, which would reduce se¬ 
curity costs.”

On feb. 12, a vice-principal 
at M.E LaZerte suspended Sem- 
owski after she tw r eeted in de¬ 
fence of a fellow student, whose 
photo was posted on Snapchnt 
with a racist slur about black, 
people on it. 

The student w r ho posted the 
original Snapchat image was 
expelled. 

Semowski's tweet against the 
slur included the original image. 

Metro placed calls with the 
vice-principal, but an official 
with the Edmonton Public 
School Board said they would 
not comment on private stu¬ 
dent matters. 

Sernowski said she and her 
mother want to get a lawyer 
to address some of the issues 
around how her suspension 
was handled. 

"They did call me down wit fl¬ 
out a parent and suspend me. 
1'hey should have had a parent 
there,” she said. 

She added the vice-principal 
made the decision without con¬ 
sulting the principal, and made 
the decision on his own terms.

Developers could soon be re¬ 
quired to plant trees or main¬ 
tain them when they bring new 
homes to the market. 

City council is considering 
bylaw changes that wall require 
builders to plant two threes and 
fora - shrubs on any single family 
home site, but credit develop¬ 
ers for protecting existing trees. 

Lynn Udynski, from the Old 
Glenora Conservation Associa¬ 
tion, said council should require 
builders to maintain existing 
trees. She said several infill sites 
in the city have led to clear-cut- 
ting for new houses. 

“The reality is we are losing 
the trees that were planted w r ell 
over 60 years ago." 

Coun. Michael Walters said 
changes are important as they 
see more development and clear- 
cutting. 

“We know that's an important 
pait of living in a mature neigh¬ 
bourhood and one of the import¬ 
ant ways to define character.”

Molson decision changes city operations

Though residents in Oliver lost 
their buttle for a different type 
of development at the former 
Molson Brewery site, their de¬ 
feat has now changed how the 
city operates. 

On Tuesday. city administra¬ 
tors spoke of what they learned 
from the battle and how it will 
change their approach. 


Back in 2014. Oliver residents 
viewed the controversial project 
on 104 Avenue — now known 
as the Brewery District—as too 
car-centric and out of character 
with the neighbourhood. 

It later turned out their senti¬ 
ment was shared by some in city 
administration, after the Oliver 
Community League used free¬ 
dom of information legislation to 
view the city’s internal debates. 

After those internal debates 
came to light, councillors asked 
administration to provide more 


information about their process 
and what to document. 

Kalen Anderson, the city’s 
director of city-wide planning, 
said it's not uncommon for the 
department to debate proposals 
and for administration to recom¬ 
mend approvals amid dissension. 

,L Land-use planning isn't an 
easy black-and-white or on-off 
kind of switch. There are a lot of 
complex conversations," s he said. 

Oliver Community League 
Iffesident lisa Brown said she's 
pleased administration w r ill 


present a killer picture on future 
developments, but is disappoint¬ 
ed in the Brewery District. 

“It's unfortunate that we al¬ 
most had to be a martyr, and 
have this development that we 
don’t feel meets the commun¬ 
ity's needs, to have this shake- 
up, 1 ” she said. 

Coun. Scott McKeen said he 
welcomes the new information. 

" If you have that i nformation 
it will ami the community to 
challenge city council and ad¬ 
ministration,* he said.

Teaching history 


Indian residential schools were 
Canada's hidden history for 
more than a century. Now 
it's teachers who are tasked 
with bringing them to light 
for children. 

Charlene Bearhead was a 
teacher, principal and super¬ 
intendent, and is now the edu¬ 
cation lead for the National 
Centre for Truth and Recon¬ 
ciliation. 

She's speaking at MacBwan 
University on Wednesday even¬ 
ing. We asked her about heF 
talk. 

Q: How is the indigenous 
part of our history taught in 
schools? 

A: What is taught is cer¬ 
tainly less than accurate, es¬ 
pecially in the area of history. 
Look at the history of residen¬ 
tial schools and the way that 
indigenous people are not 
represented from their own 
perspective. As they say, his¬ 
tory is written by the colonizer. 

Q: The Truth and Reconcilia¬ 
tion Commission's has called 
for more indigenous history 
in the curriculum. Are we tak¬ 
ing steps? 

A; 1 in actually really excited 
to say that there have been 
some amazing steps. Are we 
there yet? No. Is there imple¬ 
mentation yet? No. But do I be¬ 


lieve that we are getting dose. 

Q.: Tou've talked about the 
need to localize indigenous 
history. What stories are im¬ 
portant to Edmonton? 

A: One that pops to mind is 
the whole Frank Oliver, Papas- 
chase stocy. Frank Oliver was. 
I'll just say, hugely instrumen¬ 
tal in the taking apart of the 
Fapaschase Band so we could 
build Edmonton in their place. 
If people were able to come 
together and look at Oliver 
School and think about what 
m ight be a way for people to 
honour the people that were 
harmed? It would be an amaz¬ 
ing act of reconciliation. 

Q: We're starting to use the 
word reconciliation. How do 
yon get people to move to ac¬ 
tion? 

A: The words “reconcilia¬ 
tion. 1 ’ let's be honest, people 
debate that, what does that 
mean to you? In the end, I 
don't know if it's really im¬ 
portant if that's the word that 
you use. Jn the end it’s about 
building respectful relation¬ 
ships between indigenous and 
non-indigenous people based 
on truth.

Student advocates say it's con¬ 
cerning that Alberta's Mental 
Health Review, released Mon¬ 
day, has not paid much atten¬ 
tion to universities. 

The review of the province's 
mental health and addiction 
services was launched in J une , 
and the final report included 
32 recommendations. 

Universities are mentioned 
in the seventh recommenda¬ 
tion — which calls on the prov¬ 
ince to “create healthy and sup¬ 
portive campus environments 
though health promotion pro¬ 
gramming and enhancements 
to addiction and mental health 
campus services.” 

But some say this isn’t 
enough. 

“It's gTeat to see the review 
highlight campus environ¬ 
ments as a recommendationT 
Romy Garrido, chair of the 
Council of Alberta University 
Students, said in a release. 
“However, we were hoping 
for a direct recommendation to 
continue and expand fanding." 

In 2013, the provincial 
government gave several post¬ 
secondary institutions a total 
of S3 million over three years 
to increase mental health ser¬ 
vices. 

T he University of Alberta 
used its share to hire several 
new psychologists, psychiatric 


nurses, and provide training 
to students and staff. 

But Vivian Kwan. with the 
University of Alberta’s Stu¬ 
dent Union, said these services 
are in jeopardy in the com¬ 
ing months if funding isn't 
renewed. 

"it leaves students in a state 
of panic — like, where do 1 go 
now'?

for help again, when taking 
that first step is already so 
hard," she said. 

According to an overview 
of student mental health pub¬ 
lished the University of Alberta 
last year, Counselling and Clin¬ 
ical services provided more 
than 12.000 students treatment 
in 2014-2015, an almost 25 per 
cent increase over 2012-2013.

Trump has 
file led his campaign for I he 
Republican nomination with 
a seemingly endless series of 
eyebrow-raising statements. 
It’s a strategy unavailable to 
a conventional politician but 
seemingly tailor-made for the 
billionaire businessman and 


master marketer. 

“ We've gone from a 24-hour 
news cycle to a 24-second news 
cyder said GOP consultant Kevin 
Madden. “So right when you 
think Trump is about to endure 
a concentrated level of scrutiny 
for a false statement or the latest 
outrage, he is on to the next 
controversy.” 

Yet Trump’s pattern of re¬ 
peating things that are false, 
or just unseemly, and then refus¬ 
ing to take responsibility, would 
undoubtedly pose a challenge 
should he move into the White 
House — where a presidents cas¬ 
ual utterance or late-night twee:

or spark a diplomatic incident. 

Trump’s latest example came

SETTLEMENT 

Nazi-stolen painting returned 



'ihe University of Oklahoma has 
agreed to return a painting that 
the Nazis stole from a French 
family during the Second World 
War, a lawyer and school offi¬ 
cials said Tuesday in announ¬ 
cing a settlement of a drawn- 
out dispute over the artwork 1 s 
ownership. 

Under the settlement; the 
title of impressionist Camille 
Pissarro’s L885 “Shepherdess 
Bringing in Sheep” will be trans¬ 
ferred to Leone Meyer, a French 
Holocaust survivor whose father 
owned the pointing when it was 
stolen, her New York attorney, 
Tie ire Ciric, said, in future, the 
painting will split its time be¬ 
ing displayed at the university's 
Fred Jones jr. Museum of Art 
in Norman and a museum in 
France. 

University president David 
Boren said in a statement that 
the school is pleased the paint¬ 
ing will still be accessible in 
Oklahoma and available for 
educational purposes. He said 
the agreement also recognizes 
"the good faith and generosity" 
of the VVeitzenhoffer family, 
who bought the painting in 
1956 from a New York gallery 
and donated it in 2000 to the 
university. 

Boren and the school had 
opposed the lawsuit on largely 
procedural grounds, saying prior 
to the settlement agreement 


that the school had sovereign 
immunity. They also argued 
that Meyer hadn't been dili¬ 
gent in pursuing her claim and 
that she originally sued in New 
York rather than Oklahoma as 
a “forum shopping strategy” 
lo avoid Oklahoma’s more re¬ 
strictive statute of limitations. 

Oklahoma House Rep. Paul 
Wesselhoft, a Republican from 
Moore, had been an outspoken 
critic of the university's decision 
not to immediately return the 
painting. 

“it’s immoral," Wesselhoft 
said. "I love OU, and it’s embar¬ 
rassing when my school doesn't 
do the moral thing.”

U .S. President Barack Obama an 
Tuesday vowed to “once and for 
air close the detention centre 
at Guantanamo Bay. Cuba, and 
transfer many detainees to a fa¬ 
cility in the U.S.. submitting a 
plan short on specifics. 

The facility for years has 
raised legal questions, become 
a recruitment tool for violent 
extremists and garnered strong 
opposition from some allies 
abroad.

Toyota helps 
organization 
improve its 
workflow 

When Canadians talk about 
ways to improve the country's 
health care, it's usually Swed¬ 
ish hospitals or UK. regulations 
used as examples. 

But it's the assembly lines 
of Japan that are proving to be 
the unlikely role model for how 
Canada can get donated blood 
to hospitals faster. 

Toyota Canada is teaching the 
Canadian Blood Services (CBS) 
about the philosophy behind 
its manufacturing, and how the 
blood services packs, processes 
and ships the blood at its distri¬ 
bution centres. 

So far, the process has saved 
CBS an hour itt its Brampton , 
Ont.. manufacturing and distri¬ 
bution centre, the largest one 
of nine in Canada. That hour 
is crucial time when it involves 
patients in need of a blood trans¬ 
fusion. Rick Brinzen, chief sup¬ 
ply chain officer for CBS, said. 

“These are lifesaving prod¬ 
ucts, so you can imagine in an 
FR setting where they need the 
product immediately, that hour 
can make a big difference," Ptin- 
zen said. 

Driving the change is the 


Toyota Production System,, 
which the company regularly 
teaches to non-profits and small 
businesses. Canadian Blood Ser¬ 
vices is the latest big recipient. 

The system is part philosophy, 
part supplychain technique, and 
focuses on small improvements 
such as the number of steps em¬ 
ployees make, in order to make 
a production more efficient. 

Apart from saving lives, time 
is also crucial when some of the 
products CBS produces go bad 
veiy quickly. Blood platelets, 


for example, have a shelf life of 
five days, and must be moved 
constantly to prevent clumping. 

The Brampton centre sup¬ 
plies 105 hospitals, including 
all the major ones in Toronto. 
Many of those hospitals have 
major trauma centres, which 
are constantly in need of blood. 
The centre in Brampton alone 
delivers about 57,500 litres of 
plasma protein products each 
year, according to the CBS. 

“(Hospital) supplies may not 
be sufficient to deal with that 


trauma event So they need re 
plenishment within hours," 
Brinzen said. 

Maura Smith, general man¬ 
ager of Toyota Production 
System Support Centre, the 
not-for-profit that helps other 
businesses and charit ies learn 
the Toyota Production system, 
said Toyota's aim is to let CBS 
figure out the process for them¬ 
selves. 

“We don’t want to come in 
and tell them what to do or 
make changes. We want to de-

Produce box companies think local 


Fresh fruit and vegetable prices 
may be climbing at a rapid rate, 
but the costs of food delivery 
box subscriptions are hold¬ 
ing steady as economic and 
weather forces align to make 
local food a better deal. 

“You haven't seen the in¬ 
creased prices on local foods, 
locally produced foods in the 


way you have for imports* said 
Ran Goel, who founded the 
Greater Joronto Area's Fresh 
City Farms in 2011. 

Fresh City Farms is one of 
many food box subscription 
companies to offer regular de¬ 
liveries of pre-selected or cus¬ 
tomized produce. 

In January, food costs for 


Canadian households were four 
per cent higher than they were 
at the same time a year earlier, 
according to Statistics Canada's 
latest consumer price index. 
Fruits and vegetables fuelled 
the hike, rising by 12.9 and 
IS.2 percent respectively. 

Fresh City Farms packs its 
produce bags with an average 


70 per cent local¬ 
ly grown food 
over the year. 

For example, the 
company's boxes 
include potatoes 
— Ontario's largest 
fresh vegetable crop, ac¬ 
cording to the Ontario Potato 
Board.

Lives are ruined as we 
wait for indigenous 
incarceration reform 



The Liberals, so far, are a stick- 
to-it government. 

Removing fighter planes 
from Syria, as they promised. 
Taking on a $30-billion deficit 
to keep their spending prom¬ 
ises. Launchirrg a missing and 
murdered indigenous women 
inquiry, as promised. 

That last One is an import¬ 
ant part of a revision of the 
federal government's relation¬ 
ship to indigenous Canadians. 
But there is another equally 
important part; reducing in¬ 
carceration rates among the 
country^ indigenous people. 

This was, according to the 
Supreme Court, a "sad and 
pressing problem" back in 
1999. when the Court ruled in 
R. v. Gladue that judges must 
lake indigenous people's his¬ 
tory into account when sen¬ 
tencing, and seek '■‘all available 
sanctions other than imprison¬ 
ment that are reasonable," 

Twenty-five years later, 
the stark incarceration rates 
have only become starker, 
while while Canadians' incar¬ 
ceration rates fall. A recent 
Maclean's investigation into 
the phenomenon declared 
Canada’s prisons the "new 
residential schools; 1 finding 
that Canada jails indigenous 
Canadians at a greater rale 
than South Africa incarcerat¬ 
ed blacks during apartheid, 

Just last week, Quebec’s 
ombudsman concluded an 
"over-reliance on the courts 
and the resulting incarcera¬ 
tion does nothing to solve 
social problems," in a damn- 
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ing report into the treatment 
of Inuit in detention centres, 
it called for greater crime pre¬ 
vention, social reintegration 
and alternatives to courts. 

Howard Sapets, the Correc¬ 
tional Investigator of Canada, 
deemed the report "disturb¬ 
ing ."That's coming from 
someone who’s spent years 
calling on the government 
to address the high rates ot 
indigenous incarceration, in 
particular among indigenous 
women inmates, who now 
make up 35 per cent of the fe¬ 
male prison population. 

The application of the Gla¬ 
due ruling has been "uneven," 
he noted, and while Correc¬ 
tional Services of Canada has 
conducted training and "is 
probably getting better" it's 
still been "too slow." 

indeed. Indigenous Can¬ 
adians are five per cent of the 
population, and if courts were 
making best efforts to find 
alternative sentences, they 
wouldn't be one-quarter to 
one-third of all prisoners. 

Sapers is "encouraged" 
by the Liberals’ statements 
on the issue, There's also the 
important fact that Jody Wil- 
son-Raybould, an indigenous 
woman, is the justice minister. 

We can, then, hope this 
decades-old problem will 
be meaningfully addressed, 
That promises for reform will 
be kept. As witnessed by the 
Maclean’s article, and in so 
many other places; Lives are 
being ruined while the coun¬ 
try waits.

u [fs a tough time for invest¬ 
ors right now due to low inter¬ 
est ratessays Jane Ande rson.

“If you’re looking for low risk, 
your options are limited to 
high-interest savings accounts 
and GlCs, and if invested out¬ 
side of an RSF, not only are you 
earning low interest, you're 
also paying on the interest 
earned at your marginal tax 
rate. Considering inflation of 
up to three per cent per year, 
you're probably looking at a 
negative return on your in¬ 
vestment." 

While stocks are generally 
considered higher risk for high¬ 
er reward, until not too long 
ago, some stocks were safer 
choices for cautious investors. 

"Hank stocks are a prime 
example of stocks that were 
always considered quite safe, 
but today, nothing is risk-free." 
says Ron Dale, partner at Hon- 
gard Dale fried Chartered Ac¬ 
countants.

investors shy away From the 
volatility in the stock market, 
the investment options are 
very limited.

anteed rate of return over a 
fixed period of time and the 
rate varies depending on the 
length of the term and inter¬ 
est rates when you purchase. 

“GlCs grow at different rates 
depending on how long you 
want to lock them in for,” ex¬ 
plains Dale. "A five-year com¬ 
mitment will get about three 
per cent growth, but if the mar¬ 
ket improves, you’re locked into 


low interest rates. These days, 
some investors are looking at 
locking in for a year at a time.'* 

High-interest savings 
accounts (HI5As| 

These are savings accounts 
with competitive interest rates, 
but often with bank fees or 
minimums. 

“If you need money in a 
pinch, you may be able to take 


it out penalty-free. Unlike GlCs 
where often you forfeit inter¬ 
est if you cash in early, inter¬ 
est on your H1SA is calculated 
daily,” says Anderson. “They're 
the best choice right now for 
investor’s requiring flexibility 
and capital preservation.” 

Canada Savings Bonds 

These come with very low in¬ 
terest and aren't as popular its 


they once were, “it's a guaran¬ 
teed investment in the coun¬ 
try, so it's seen as very safe, 
but the interest is extremely 
low, even when you take it for 
a longer term,“ says Anderson. 

Risk vs, return 

GlCs and HlSAs are low-risk 
options, but they also gener¬ 
ate very Low return on your 
investment. 

“Ifyou're making RSP con¬ 
tributions and you invest the 
money into GlCs and HIS As, 
you've chosen the lowest risk 
but least rewarding options ” 
explains Dale. "However, some 
people in this unstable mar¬ 
ket are just happy to maintain 
their investment and get the 
RSP tax deduction. It has to 
be what works best for you.” 

Those who are investing 
with a longer time horizon 
1,10 years or more) may wish 
to invest in some of the more 
stable stocks and bonds. 

“There's certainly no guar¬ 
antee that these investments 
won't lose value from time 
to time and you may have to 
wait through the down times,, 1 ' 
says Anderson. “Hut if you 
have a long-term investment 
horizon, even those with low 
risk tolerance could explore 
an appropriate asset alloca¬ 
tion strategy, including stocks 
and bonds." 

Dale's advice for those look¬ 
ing for the safe option: "This 
may be a good time to buy 
RSPs and wait with them in 
low-risk short-term invest¬ 
ments until the market cor¬ 
rects."

In her new book, The Prairie 
Girl Cupcake Cookbook, she of¬ 
fers 50 recipes for cupcakes and 
icings, along with tips and tricks 
to get the best results. "On a real 
practical basis, one of the keys 
to success that I find in terms 
of baking is to try to bring your 
ingredients to room temperature 
especially something like butter “ 
says Blacklock. 

“5 find even eggs, out of the 
fridge an hour just to help the 
whole batter come together and 
incorporate, is a little tip." 

Bliicklodi's recipes can be used 
to make three differe nt cupcake 
sires. You can make 36 minis, just 
enough for a sweet indulgence. 
13 regular size cupcakes or 12 
large Prairie Girl-size treats. 


The first two sizes require 
two pans if baking the entire 
batch at the same time, while 
the Prairie Girl-size cupcakes 
are made in crown muffin pans, 
available at specialty kitchen 
and restaurant supply stores 
or online. 

For icing, a piping bag and 
star tip are used at the bakery, 
but at home a table knife and 
offset spatula will work.

"The film was kind of a meta¬ 
phor for my story'" he says. “It 
was my struggle to come to terms 
with all this beauty that I found 
in this thing and all this horror I 
found in this thing. And how you 
reconcile that, it took the fonn 
of these two lovers who each 
represented a different aspect 
of it. As these two lovers pursue 
their love it goes back and forth 
between agony and ecstasy, they 
have to come to terms with it." 

Dalio's issues with mental 
health began when he was in 
his imdeigrad years for Dramatic 
Writing at New York University. 

He describes breaking into a 
“hypomanic state when J was 
experimenting with marij uana," 
which he used as a “creative 
catalyst" 


“I didn’t know at the time 
if you have the bipolar gene 
and you smoke marijuana it ac¬ 
tually pushes your mind into a 
hypomanic state," he says. “It 
makes you temporarily more 
creative with a quicker mind. 
At first it was thrilling. Jt got 
to the point where my fingers 
couldn't keep up with my mind. J 
had to use a voice recorder. Then

Exuberance: The Passion for Life 
explores the mind's pathologies 
convinced him that he could 
live and work creatively on his 
medication. 

“She said she experiences ex¬ 
uberance all the time and 1 ab¬ 
solutely will if 1 am patient. She 
also said she doesn't know one 
artist who isn't more creative 
after bipolar than before bipolar 
as long as they are on the meds. 
It changed everything, Jt gave me 
hope. J had something to fight 
for then."

Aimamay Pierse was in the pro¬ 
verbial “athletes’ bubble" before 
the 2010 Commonwealth Games 
in India. 

The Edmonton native filtered 
out the negative. She said she 
had no concerns about travelling 
to New l>elhi amid an outbreak 
of dengue fever. 

"People were asking me, 'Oh, 
are you worried?" and I was like 
L Qh no, not at all, I think it will 
be great,'" Ilerse said. “.And then ] 
am the one athlete that happens 
to get bit by a mosquito and it 
finishes my career." 

The former world recoid-holdr 
erin the breaststroke contracted 
dengue fever, an illness so de¬ 
bilitating she eventually retired. 

Her husband, paddler Mark 
Oldershaw. will compete in 
this summer's Olympics in Rio 
de Janeiro where major out¬ 
breaks of both the Zika virus 
and dengue fever are making 
headlines. 

“You are in a bubble as an 
athlete, and especially now 
being on the other side of 
it, knowing that you're 
in this bubble and you 
think, 'Nothing can hap¬ 
pen to me,’ and then 
being that athlete that 


realizes, it tan actual ty happen 
to you," Pierse said. 

Ska has been li nked to ser¬ 
ious birth defects but the Can¬ 
adian Olympic Committee's chief 
medical officer bob McCormack 
said recently that he considers 
brazil's other mosquito-borne 
viruses — dengue and yellow 
fever, chikungunyaand malaria 
— as serious a threat to Canada's 
athletes. 

Pierse and their 
six-mon th-old 
daughter Joseph¬ 
ine will travel 
with Oldershaw 
to Rio. Dengue 
fever is particu¬ 
larly worrisome 
for Pierse. its con¬ 
tracting it a second 
time is associated 


with a high mortality rate. 

“I am (concerned), and it's 
kind of one of those things you 
watch,” Pierse said. "I've thought 
about it, but not too much be¬ 
cause I think von can scare

yourself” Pierse had been back 
in Vancouver for about a week 
after the Commonwealth Games 
when she woke up in “the most 
pain Fve ever been in. It was just 
ridiculous. I had this crazy fever 
and everything hurt, absolutely 
everything. 

“My coach was calling me and 
saying. 'Why aren't von at the 
pooh' You need to get to prac¬ 
tice,' 41 Pierse said. “1 said, ‘Joe 
(Nagy). J cannot swim. 1 don't 
know what's wrong, but I can’t 
swim.' It was seriously outra¬ 
geous, the pain. ] thought I was 
going to die." 

A tropical disease special¬ 
ist eventually confirmed it 
was dengue fever. Pierse 
said it was three months 
'before she woke up without

pain, but then she was hit with 
a bout of depression —another 
characteristic of the disease.

Messi double leaves Arsenal in trouble 


Two goals from Lionel Messi 
steered Barcelona to a convin¬ 
cing 2-0 victory over Arsenal in 
the last 16 of the Champions 
League on Tuesday. 

Messi provided a clinical fin¬ 
ish to a breakaway move that 
featured strike partners Luis 
Suarez and Neymarin the 71st 
minute and then scored an 83rd 
minute penalty to seal the first- 
leg match. 

The fivetime world player of 
the year decided a game that Bar¬ 
celona had dominated, without 
taking all the chances that came 
the way of its feared strike trio. 


Arsenal created opportunities 
in both halves and looked to lim¬ 
it the dantige against a side that 
its own manager Arsene Wenger 
described as "super favourites.” 

Barcelona will be confident 
of reaching the quarter-finals 
For the ninth consecutive sea¬ 
son in the second teg at home 
on March 16 at the Nou Camp. 

Barcelona had beaten Arsenal 
in both their previous meetings 
in the knockout stages, in 2010 
and 2011, along with the 2006 
final in Paris. Its second-half per¬ 
formance in London, which com¬ 
bined possession with dangerous 


counterattacks, was a potent 
reminder of that track record, 

.All square was a scoreline that 
seemed to satisfy Wenger at half¬ 
time, who kept his team on the 
defensive for the second half. 

Yet Barcelona ripped through 
Arsenal's defence in the second 
half, the goal came when Suarez 
released Neymar down the left 
and Messi had time and space 
to beat Cecb. 

Messi made it two from the 
spot after being tripped by Ma- 
thieu Flamini, sending Cech the 
wrong way with the spot kick.
